Paris, March l l .—With the mili­ 
tary terms adopted and rapid prog­ 
ress being made toward completion 
of the other provisions, it was learned 
today that the 
preliminary 
peace 
treaty may be ready to present to 
the Germans by March 20th. 
From the greatest war maker ir 
the world, Germany will ae reduced 
to a military status lower than that 
of her smallest neighbor. 
She will 
be impotent even before Switzerland. 
The conscription system will 
be 
knocked out by a 12 year enlistment 
requirement for the army which, it is 
understood, will be reduced to 100,- 
000 men. 
What army she has, con­ 
sequently will be purely professional. 
The danger of Germany having four 
or five million trained men within the 
next ten years, which would * have 
bjen jp^ysible through conscription 
will be abolished. 
All guns, muni­ 
tion* and equipment in excess of the 
a’PT’nt necessary for her 
reduced 
array will be surrendered. 
It is un­ 
derstood also that the notorious gen* 
eral staff will be wiped out. 
If any attempt is made to carry out 
the threat to refuse acceptance cf 
the peace treaty and throw the coun­ 
try into chaos if the terms are too 
harsh, Germany will find tho allies 
presenting a firm front. 
The cho;ce in such a case probably 
lies between occupation of German'* 
and continuation 
of 
the 
blockade, 
letting the en°my starve until they 
are ready to Bign. 
Considering the comparative con­ 
tentment in the present occupied por­ 
tions of Germany, tho latter course is 
considered more likely.

France and Italy, may retain 
con­ 
scription for the present, it aoneared 
I kely that the future will bring gen­ 
eral changes. 
The difficulty attend­ 
ing the

in 
Great Britain, was made obvious by 
tho trouble encountered by 
Premier 
Lloyd-George since extension of the 
conscription law.

The Turk in spite of his constant 
bathing (bathing being enjoined by 
the Mohammedan religion) has no sta­ 
tionary tubs nor wash howls—indeed, 
Turkish houses are quite innocent of 
plumbing, says Edith Uilfnllln, in an 
article on the colorful ancient capital 
of the Ottoman empire. 
But as the 
Turk never bathes save in running 
w ater the brick floors contain drains 
that carry the w ater to the garden out­ 
side. 
Always before eating, a servant 
pours, from a pitcher, w ater over an 
oriental's hands; which seems a wise 
provision, for they do not use knives 
nor forks; spoons only are used to eat 
soup or sherbets. 
They do not sit around a table as 
we do, but sit: on cushions roil nil foot- 
high table trays. 
All over ‘the near 
east they have but two meals. 
Break­ 
fast is a sort of movable feast up to 
eleven o’clock. 
It consists of coffee, 
fru it aud various hot breads. 
Tile 
T urk Is enabled to .sustain life until 
his 
dinner at 
sunset 
by 
drinking 
innum erable cupfuls 
of 
thick, 
hot, 
lieavily-sweetened cofTee. 
Dinner, which is consumed In the 
evening, is the only meal the Turk 
takes in the bosom of his family. 
It 
often Is an elaborate affair of twelve 
courses: 
Tom atoes and squash and 
eggplant and other vegetables stuffed 
with rice or minced m eat or cheese, 
fish swimming In oil, m utton stews, 
goat fricassees, roasted chickens, rich 
pastries and 
candies, 
preserves 
of 
plum aud quince and fig and peach, 
and always coffee and the narghile— 
waterpipe. 
At some of these dinners they drink 
a sort of brandy colled rak i; but alco­ 
holic drinks are anathem a to the ortho­ 
dox Turk.
